8 of 1888) was announced by the 
clerk of the legislative assembly in 
the following words; His Honor 
the hentenuut-governor, doth thank 
Hor Majesty’s dutiful and loyal sub-, 
jects, accepts their benevolence, 
and assents to this bill in Her 
Majesty’s name.” 

It may be mentioned that the 
sums provided in the above men- 
tioned ordinance iucluded funds de- 
rived from territorial, administrative 
and federal sources, but only in- 
cluded that portion of such sums 
not expended under authority of 
Your Honor while acting as admin- 
istratur of the Northwest govern- 
meut, before the assembly had been 
called to your assistance, thereby 
making clear that while the assem, 
bly assumed full responsibility— 
with Your Honor'’s formal and full 
cousent—for all funds on hand 
ut the time, it assumed, and was acs 
corded, no responsibility regarding 
funds which were not to be admin- 
istered by aud with its advice and 
consent, 

The assembly was not made 
aware of any change in Your Hon- 
ors views on this question until 
Nov. 5th, 1888, above alluded to. 
On that occasion Your Honor did 
vot address the assembly directly 
nor cite your authority for the very 
important change in the method of 
control af these funds which you 
had evidently then determined vo.
